DXCC New Submission Update 


Hi Folks: 
| was asked to address this question to the group so here goes. 


In April this year we had some changes that affect the ways to submit DXCC applications. As noted, there 
are 3 submission methods: 


1: Paper Only (The old traditional way) 
2: LoTW-only application 
3: The new online digital system 


(The old hybrid submission was discontinued (something we have been hoping for, for a long time as it was 
confusing for many)). 


According to DXCC rule 2 it notes that on an initial submission (first in someone’s life) there must be a mini- 
mum of 100 countries. Card checker instructions also mention this and that any application of any less can- 
not be accepted. With the new 3 submission possibilities card checkers can check applications with less 
than 100 as many today now use, one or even all three methods at once to accomplish their goal. So, if 
someone comes to you with, say, 50 countries to check it is OK to do this on their first-ever submission as 
the overall majority have made another electronic submission to complete the rest. Even if they don’t have 
the 100 now we're letting the applications stand, but they just do not get anything until they reach 100. The 
number of people not hitting 100 is very low. 


So, in answer to Dave’s original question the answer is no, there is no “mixed” submission anymore but now 
they just present multiple submissions in its place. As you can see in the new fee schedule we’ve made 
some adjustments. If someone does an electronic submission we adjusted the fees to a lower fee since 
DXCC does not need to do any manual data entry. This is an incentive to applicants to hopefully get them to 
do the data entry portion themselves thereby saving themselves some money and, saving DXCC staff the 
most costly and time-consuming part of the process — the manual data entry. 


| hope this clears up this question, so in short, you can actually check an application of less than 100 on a 
first-time ever. It is a good idea to review this with them to see if they have made other electronic submis- 
sions to bring them to 100. If they haven’t you might advise them that submitting this way is more costly for 
them and that doing this will gain them nothing and that it is best to wait until they know they have 100, or 
more. | have seen here where people have made 4-5 submissions only to spend money but get nothing. 


Note: All of you received the card checker guidelines when you were nominated. | am currently in the final 
phase of the update to this and | will be sending it out to everyone once it is done. | urge all of you to set 
aside some time to review the data here as there are changes you need to know about. 


Lastly, | ‘d like to take this time to say “Thanks” for the great job you all do and to wish you and your families 
a heartfelt Happy Thanksgiving and wish all of you a safe and enjoyable holiday weekend!

Considering they had a 10 X 16 foot space to occupy 
and share with divers and navy crew it is amazing that they put 
three stations up and kept 2 stations on the air around the clock. 
It is the most amazing operation second only to Scarborough 
Reef. It is the best operation from PYOS in my lifetime. No one 
has attempted a large operation from this small spot.
